1946—47 United States network television schedule 


The 1946-47 United States network television schedule was nominally from September of 1946 to the spring of 1947, but scheduling ideas were still 


being worked out and did not follow modern standards. 


This was the first "network television season" in the United States, and only NBC and DuMont operated networks, though other companies— 
including Mutual, Paramount, CBS, and ABC—had plans to enter the medium. Although experimental broadcasting had begun in the 1930s and 


television stations had been commercially licensed beginning in 1941, it was not until 1946 that coaxial cable connections allowed stations to share the 
same program schedules. Even then, only a few cities on the East Coast were connected. 


Notable series on the schedule included the first network TV soap opera, Faraway Hill, the poorly-received but ambitious variety series Hour Glass, and 
the first network-televised game show Cash and Carry (prior game shows had been single-station only). 


Few broadcasts made during this season exist in any archive, but segments of Campus Hoopla dating from 1947 exist in the Hubert Chain Collection of 
the earliest kinescopes still in existence, as preserved in the Library of Congress (Moving Image Collection). Audio recordings of live TV broadcasts of 
this show are also on file at the Library of Congress from the 1946—47 period, as recorded from WNBT-TV in New York (NBC's original flagship station 
in New York City, today's WNBC-TV).

1947—48 United States network television schedule 


The 1947—48 United States network television schedule was nominally from September of 1947 to the spring of 1948, but scheduling ideas were still 
being worked out and did not follow modern standards. 


Only NBC and DuMont had networks, and coaxial cable connections were only available for a few cities on theEast Coast. Most other parts of the 
United States created local shows or broadcast film programs. 


Although only slightly more than a dozen television stations were in operation at the end of 1947, about 30 more stations began broadcasting during 
1948. 


New fall series are highlighted in bold. However, as network programming was still in its infancy and in a state of flux, all the new fall series below for 
this season began in November and December. A midseason replacement, DuMont's The Original Amateur Hour, first aired Sunday, January 18, 1948, 
was the most popular series of the 1947—48 television season.” 


Although television was still in its infancy, several notable series debuted during the series, particularly Mary Kay and Johnny (first sitcom to be 


broadcast on network television in the US, and likely the world's second television sitcom after British series Pinwright's Progress) and Kraft Television 


Theatre (which paved the way for the many live anthology series of the early 1950s). 


Few recordings of live television survive from this season. Among the surviving kinescopes are six episodes of Kraft Television Theatre from 1948 
(March 3, March 17, March 24, March 31, April 21, and May 5) held by the Library of Congress, persa an episode of Eye Witness from February 26, 
1948 and two episodes ofThe Swift Show from 1948 (May 13 and May 27) held by the UCLA Film and Television Archive,“ and an episode of NBC 
Symphony Orchestra with Arturo Toscanini from March 20, 1948 held by the Paley Center for Media.“ 


One series that debuted during this season, Meet the Press, continues to air on NBC as of 2015.

1948—49 United States network television schedule 


The 1948-49 United States network television schedule began in September of 1948 and ended in the spring of 1949. This was the first season in 
which all four networks then in operation in the United States offered nightly prime time schedules Monday through Friday. 


The schedule below reflects the fall lineup as it all settled into place throughout October 1948, before any subsequent time changes were made and 
additional new series appeared in November. 


New fall series are highlighted in bold. A number of ABC's new fall shows began as early as mid-August, when the network first began broadcasting a 
seven-night schedule. CBS and DuMont also had some new shows begin in the latter half of August. These shows are noted as such by 
(Aug.). NBC began airing Saturday Night Jamboree in December. 


Several notable programs debuted during the season or during the preceding summer, with varying degrees of representation as kinescopes. Texaco 


Star Theaterproved to be one of the most notable hits of the season, and was credited with encouraging many people to buy their first television set. 
The 1948 episodes of the show are lost, but many of the 1949 episodes are still extant. Short-lived series The Laytons was the first network television 
sitcom to feature an African-American in a regular supporting role, albeit a stereotypical one. No episodes survive. The Morey Amsterdam Show, which 
debuted in December, while not a ratings success, did introduce television audiences to Art Carney who played one of the main characters. In his 
book The Forgotten Network, David Weinstein noted similarities between Carney's "Charlie the Doorman" character and his later role as Ed Norton 

on Cavalcade of Stars and The Honeymooners. Four of the CBS episodes ofThe Morey Amsterdam Show are held by the UCLA Film and Television 
Archive. Toast of the Town, re-titled The Ed Sullivan Show in 1955, debuted in the summer of 1948, and would prove popular enough to run to 1971.

1949—50 United States network television schedule 


The 1949-50 United States network television schedule began in September of 1949 and ended in the spring of 1950. This was the first season in 
which all four networks offered at least some prime time programming all seven nights of the week. 


The schedule below reflects the fall lineup as it all settled into place throughout October 1949, before any subsequent time changes were made and 
additional new series appeared in November. 
New fall series are highlighted in bold. 


Notable debuts during the season included The Plainclothesman with its unusual camera work, the popular The Lone Ranger (which is one of the few 
1940s television series to be given a DVD release), The Ed Wynn Show (a short-lived series featuring popular performers as guests), and the 
unsuccessful series The Life of Riley, one of the first sitcoms to be produced on film instead of being live. Continuing from prior to this season were the 
highly popular variety series Toast of the Town, the critically well-received and popular anthology series Studio One, the critically panned but 

popular Captain Video and His Video Rangers which was one of the earliest sci-fi TV series, the well-received by critics and viewers anthology 

series Kraft Television Theater, the popular Kukla, Fran and Ollie, and the popular in some regions drama/comedy The Goldbergs (which is also one of 


the few 1940s television series to be given a DVD release).

1950-51 United States network television schedule 


The 1950-51 United States network television schedule began in September of 1950 and ended in the spring of 1951. 


In September 1950 NBC added two live variety series, Four Star Revue and The Colgate Comedy Hour, to its fall schedule. These programs were a 
network effort to bring NBC's most popular radio stars to television; talent included Eddie Cantor, Jack Carson, Dean Martin, Jimmy Durante, Danny. 
Thomas, Ed Wynn, Bob Hope and Fred Allen. The two new star-studded series were scheduled directly against two of CBS's most popular 
programs: Four Star Revue went up against Arthur Godfrey and Friends on Wednesday nights, while The Colgate Comedy Hour was slated 

against Toast of the Town. NBC was confident that its strategy would pay off.” 


CBS answered NBC's schedule with big radio stars and variety programs of its own, bringing in Frank Sinatra and (in occasional specials) Bing 
Crosby, Jack Benny, and Edgar Bergen. "Despite the big budget variety shows in its schedule, though, CBS felt that situation comedy was actually a 
more stable television form that would be easier to exploit in the long run". 


In many time slots, the underfunded DuMont Network did not bother to compete against NBC's or CBS's hit series, instead airing what some TV 
historians have called "time-filler". For example: "During its long run [The Johns Hopkins Science Review] was scheduled against such hit shows 

as Break the Bank [and] Dragnet, programs from which its network had little chance of luring away viewers." During fall 1950, The Court of Current 
Issues and The Johns Hopkins Science Reviewaired at the same time as the most heavily-viewed program on television, NBC's Texaco Star Theater. 
Given the competition, DuMont's Tuesday night public-affairs programming attracted virtually no audience. The network had some success with a crime 
drama that had debuted in January the previous season titled Inside Detective (later retitled Rocky King, Detective), which became one of the longest- 
running series on the network. Another DuMont series to debut during the season, Star Time, while short-lived, is remembered for including a television 
version of the popular radio sketches The Bickersons, and for being an early example of a sponsored network series to feature an African-American as 
a regular (jazz pianist Teddy Wilson, who appeared with the Benny Goodman Sextet).

1951—52 United States network television schedule 


The 1951—52 United States network television schedule began in September of 1951 and ended in the spring of 1952. This was the first television 
season of national network interconnection by coaxial cable and microwave, meaning programming could be transmitted live coast-to-coast (or in the 
case of filmed programs, distributed simultaneously across the country) if needed. 


On Sunday nights, NBC experimented with airing its new comedy-variety program Chesterfield Sound-off Time (featuring Bob Hope, Fred. 

Allen and Jerry Lester as rotating hosts) in an early evening timeslot, 7:00—7:30. Previously, network TV variety programs had only been aired during 
late evening hours. According to television historians Castleman and Podrazik (1982), the experiment was designed to "duplicate the early-evening 
radio success of Jack Benny". (Benny himself would appear on rival network CBS's The Jack Benny Program immediately following Chesterfield 
Sound-off Time). Red Skelton also made his network television debut on NBC's Sunday night schedule this season, but long-term success eluded him 
until after he moved to CBS in the fall of 1953. 


Although most TV programming was live, both CBS and NBC also experimented in filmed series; Castleman and Podrazik highlight early filmed hits L 
Love Lucy on CBS and Dragnet on NBC. Dragnet was "one of NBC's first major experiments in filmed TV series"; the series was added to NBC's 
regular network schedule in January 1952, after a "preview" on Chesterfield Sound-off Time in December 1951. / Love Lucy was given what historians 
have called a "choice time slot": Monday night immediately following the number one program on television: Arthur Godfrey's Talent Scouts. The series 
"proved the strength and acceptability of TV sitcoms, giving [CBS] a strong weapon against NBC's flashy comedy-variety hours". 


DuMont, too, avoided flashy comedy series when in February 1952, in desperation the network added Bishop Fulton Sheen's program, Life Is Worth 
Living, to its Tuesday night schedule. The religious series was pitted against NBC's hit program Texaco Star Theater, and became the surprise hit of the 
year, holding its own against Texaco host "Uncle Miltie", and attracting a sponsor, an Emmy, and 10 million viewers.2 The ABC and CBS programs 
which aired in the same time slot, Charlie Wild, Private Detective, and The Frank Sinatra Show (respectively), attracted relatively few viewers."

1952-53 United States network television schedule 


The 1952-53 United States network television schedule began in September of 1952 and ended in the spring of 1953. 


According to television historians Castleman and Podrazik (1982), fall of 1953 marked a change in television when the networks began filling their 
schedules with "grade B" material. The networks' "need to fill so many hours of broadcasting each day put the networks and local programmers into the 
same position that Hollywood had been in years before with its theatrical features." In between big-budget productions, the networks had to keep the 


public occupied. As the number of hours that the four TV networks offered programs continued to expand, "the appearance of TV equivalents to grade-B 
films was almost inevitable." 


Castleman and Podrazik also point out that another change was taking place around this time. Filmed television series had been seen since the late 
1940s, but were "not considered very important to the networks' schedules" because many were of poor quality; live productions from New York were 
the norm at this time. CBS's success with filmed program / Love Lucy in fall 1951, however, had convinced NBC to add a few filmed series to its fall 1952 
schedule. Among NBC's new filmed TV series were My Hero, | Married Joan, and Doc Corkle. The Red Skelton Show, previously airing live, also made 
the move to film. NBC also moved Skelton's program from its previous late-evening time to 7 p.m. on Sundays, hoping the program would be a "strong 
lead-in for the entire evening." 


NBC's Sunday night strategy failed, however, because Red Skelton's program suffered from excessive use of rerun episodes when Skelton 
unfortunately fell ill. Of the network's other filmed series, My Hero was "a weak slapstick vehicle" while Doc Corkle was "generally regarded as the worst 
sitcom of the new season". It lasted only three weeks before cancellation (replaced by the return of the live Mr. Peepers). With the exceptions of / 
Married Joan and the revival of The Life of Rileystarring William Bendix in January, NBC would have little luck with filmed programs during the 1952—53 
season." 


ABC had more luck with its new filmed series, The Adventures of Ozzie and Harriet, while CBS aired the filmed Our Miss Brooks. Another successful 
CBS filmed show was anthology series Four Star Playhouse, which although not a top-rated show, did prove popular enough to run to 1956. 


Fall 1952 was a major blow for DuMont, when the network's biggest star, Jackie Gleason, moved from DuMont to CBS. Gleason's new CBS series, The 
Jackie Gleason Show replaced DuMont's Cavalcade of Stars, airing Saturday nights at 8 p.m.“ Ted Bergmann, DuMont's general director, stated in 


2002 that Gleason's much-heralded move to CBS made DuMont look bad.” DuMont aired no programs against Gleason's new TV series.® One DuMont 
show, the 60-minute public affairs program New York Times Youth Forum began airing Sundays at 5 p.m. EST on September 14, 1952—outside of 
prime time—and ran until June 14, 1953. A notable DuMont series which aired during the season was dramatic anthology series Dark of Night, which 
was broadcast live from a different real-life location each week instead of being shot on a soundstage (for example, one episode was broadcast from a 
soft drink bottling plant, while another was broadcast from a castle in New Jersey).

1953—54 United States network television schedule 


The 1953-54 United States network television schedule began in September of 1953 and ended in the spring of 1954. 


Despite hit filmed programs such as / Love Lucy, both William Paley of CBS and David Sarnoffof NBC were said to be determined to keep most 
programming on their networks live. Filmed programs were said to be inferior to the spontaneous nature of live television. Thus, NBC and CBS 
continued to schedule many live programs, including two new 1953 fall NBC series The Dave Garroway Show and Bonino. According to Brooks and 


Marsh (2007), Garroway's show "was faced with overwhelming competition from Mama and Ozzie & Harriet, which were running opposite on CBS and 
ABC, and it only lasted a single season". Bonino did not even last the full season. CBS had more luck with new live programs Person to 
Person and My Favorite Husband (which would later make the switch to film). 


ABC, perennially in third or fourth place among the four U.S. television networks, had been on the verge of bankruptcy, but the February 1953 merger of 
United Paramount Theaters with ABC had given ABC a $30 million cash infusion. ABC revamped its schedule for Fall 1953 with big-budget programs. 
New ABC programs included Make Room for Daddy, and an ABC version of NBC's popular Kraft Television Theatre; the strategy was designed to "take 
on CBS and NBC with a strong schedule". 


In contrast to ABC's revamped schedule, DuMont's Fall 1953 prime time schedule looked weak, with programs that were "doomed from the start by 
third-rate scripts and cheap production." The 1953—54 season would be the last year DuMont was able to schedule nearly 20 hours of programming 
in prime time. By the 1954—55 season, DuMont would be forced to cut back its schedule,” while the other three networks continued to expand. 


During the 1953 season, both DuMont and ABC "made sporadic efforts to compete for the daytime audience, but faced so many problems just filling 
prime time that they found it much more efficient to focus primarily on weekend sports".2 DuMont paid $1.3 million in 1953 for the rights to 

broadcast National Football Leaguegames in prime time; starting December 12, DuMont also broadcast a series of NBA basketball games, the first time 
pro basketball was seen regularly on network TV. Both DuMont and ABC "were especially aggressive in pursuit of sports broadcasts because they were 
desperately in need of special attractions to bring in viewers".

1954—55 United States network television schedule 


The 1954-55 United States network television schedule began in September of 1954 and ended in the spring of 1955. 


Fall 1954 marked a big change for television when ABC announced a network deal with a significant Hollywood producer. ABC had contracted with Walt 
Disney to produce a new series called Disneyland (as part of the deal, the network provided funding towards the construction of Walt's amusement park 
of the same name, opening in July 1955). The series was an instant hit, and marked the beginning of the networks allowing Hollywood programs into 
their schedules. Thus, Disney became the third Hollywood film producer to venture into television production, after Jerry Fairbanks and Hal Roach. 


ABC president Leonard Goldenson decided in early 1954 that a television network was not the place for religious programs; as a result, Billy Graham's 
religious series, Hour of Decision, did not appear on ABC's fall 1954 schedule. Goldenson told Graham that the series was canceled because the poor 
ratings the series received were hurting the "flow" of ABC's entertainment programs. However, later critics, such as R.D. Heldenfels (1994), reject the 
stated reason for the cancellation. According to Heldenfels, since Hour of Decision was the last program that ABC aired on Sunday nights (at 10:30), 
"flow would not have been an issue"; ABC did not air anything in place of the canceled series and gave the slot back to its local affiliates. Heldenfels 


believes Goldenson "simply felt uncomfortable about organized religion".“ Another 1953-54 ABC religious series, This Is the Life, also failed to make 


the 1954—55 ABC schedule. 


DuMont's 1954—55 schedule would be the last year the failing television network planned a seven night program schedule, and even this schedule was 


full of holes. Heldenfels states that the 1954 DuMont schedule "was a checkerboard of programs and empty spaces for [local] stations to fill". 2 DuMont 


did not bother to schedule anything against ABC's Disneyland, NBC's new series Caesar's Hour, or either of CBS's Arthur Godfrey programs, conceding 


those slots (and others) to the bigger networks. However, DuMont continued to air Bishop Fulton Sheen's program Life Is Worth Living against NBC's 


popular The Buick-Berle Show. DuMont's counter-programming strategy, scheduling a religious program against Milton Berle's bawdy show, had met 


with success in previous years. The rivalry between the programs had caused Berle to joke, "He uses old material, too." Sheen, for his part, once 


introduced himself as "Uncle Fultie".$ Still, DuMont's limited success counter-programming a few slots would not be enough to save the network; 


Heldenfels states that the DuMont network's programs "resemble the grasping of program straws as much or more as they look like a strategic 


plan." DuMont would cancel Life Is Worth Living in April 1955, along with most of its remaining programs.&

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1955—56 United States network television schedule 


The 1955-56 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1955 and ran through March 1956. 


The $64,000 Question had debuted on CBS during summer 1955 and became the #1 program on U.S. television. The three networks "rushed to copy 
this latest hit format, quickly filling prime time with similar contests". (It would not be until fall 1959 that it would be confirmed that several of these new 
quiz shows were rigged.) 


For years, ABC had "struggled to cobble together a TV schedule", but following the network's major success with Disney-produced 

series Disneyland in 1954, other Hollywood film companies began embracing television. MGM assembled clips for MGM Parade on ABC; ABC also 
hired Warner Bros. for a Tuesday night program called Warner Brothers Presents. The hour-long umbrella series featured TV adaptations of three 
Warner Brothers movies: Cheyenne, Casablanca, andKings Row. Of the three new series, only Cheyenne was a hit with viewers, and ABC began 
contracting with other Hollywood studios for Westerns.” Immediately following Warner Brothers Presents, ABC scheduled The Life and Legend of Wyatt 
Earp. This Western was also produced in conjunction with a Hollywood studio:Desilu Productions. 


CBS had its own Western hit with Gunsmoke, which also debuted in fall 1955. Over the next few years, "the rush to Westerns had become a virtual 
stampede so that, by the fall of 1959, viewers had their choice from a staggering twenty-eight different Western-based prime time series." Around 
1955, live drama anthologies, the staple of early television programming, were being phased out by the networks in favor of filmed fare: Westerns, 

police dramas, quiz shows, and adventure series. 


The struggling DuMont Television Network offered little during the 1955—56 television season. DuMont's final program line-up consisted of What's the 
Story on Wednesday nights at 9:30 and Boxing From St. Nicholas Arena on Monday nights at 9:00.“ By October What's the Story was off the air. 
DuMont honored its few remaining network commitments until August 6, 1956, when it ceased operations as a major television network.* DuMont 
hoped to go into independent television production; the company's studio facilities and Electronicam system were used to produce CBS's The. 
Honeymooners during the 1955—1956 season. DuMont's loss was ABC's gain, as some of DuMont's most popular programs, including Life Is Worth 
Living, Chance of a Lifetime, Life Begins at Eighty, and Down You Go, found their way onto ABC's 1955-1956 prime time schedule. 


The crumbling and eventual death of the old DuMont Network meant the 1955—1956 television season would be the first year in which the three major 
remaining U.S. television networks would be the only full-time commercial participants in prime time, a situation that was to remain for the next 30 years 
until Fox began network operations in October 1986, although Fox would not enter prime time until Sunday, April 5, 1987.

1956—57 United States network television schedule 


The 1956-57 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1956 and ran through March 1957. 


The 1956-57 network television schedule continued the trend of the previous season, with two of the three major U.S. television networks 
(ABC and CBS) scheduling more and more Westerns and adventure series during prime time. In addition to its current stable of Westerns, which 
included Cheyenne, The Lone Ranger, and The Life and Legend of Wyatt Earp, ABC scheduled two new Western TV series: Broken Arrow and The 


Adventures of Jim Bowie, while CBS added Dick Powell's Zane Grey Theater to its line-up, which already included Gunsmoke and Sergeant Preston of 


the Yukon. Castleman and Podrazik (1984) called the rush to schedule Western series on network television during this era "a virtual stampede".? 


CBS "inherited Sunday afternoon NFL contests from the defunct DuMont network in the fall of 1956". Accordingly, "the expansion into Sunday sports by 


CBS (andNBC) meant that the traditional afternoon 'egghead' slots for highbrow programming had to be broken up, pushing those shows into the few 
odd spots still open in the day, or eliminating them completely. This reflected the networks' shift in emphasis during the mid-1950s, slanting television 
much more toward broad-based popular entertainment. Increasingly, this meant television programming produced in Hollywood [...] In 1957, the amount 
of prime time programming originating on the West Coast jumped from 40% to 7196." 


NBC, behind CBS in the network Nielsen ratings, hired Robert Kintner to revamp NBC's schedule. According to Castleman and Podrazik (1982), NBC's 
plan was to launch a program which would compete directly with CBS's second most popular series, The Ed Sullivan Show, on Sunday, the most 


heavily-viewed TV night: "Sullivan's show was popular enough to boost the ratings of the programs on both before and after his; as a result, CBS had a 
chain of hits to begin the evening." NBC's strategy was designed to weaken CBS's Sunday night line-up. NBC's new program, The Steve Allen Show, 
debuted in the summer to get a head start on the competition.“ Although the two programs enjoyed a fierce rivalry, Sullivan's program would remain 
wildly popular, finishing second among all TV programs in the ratings that year, while Allen's show missed the top 30."

1957—58 United States network television schedule 


The 1957-58 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1957 and ran through March 1958. 


As in previous seasons, both CBS and ABC continued to add Westerns to their schedule, fillingprime time with as many "oaters" (as they were 
derisively called) as possible. In addition to several returning Westerns which the network retained on its fall 1957 schedule, ABC's new western series 
included Sugarfoot and Broken Arrow on Tuesday nights, Tombstone Territory on Wednesdays, Colt .45 on Fridays, and Maverick on Sundays. 


ABC, third in the network Nielsen ratings, placed its new Western Maverick in a difficult time slot: Sunday night against two hit series: The Steve Allen 
Show on NBC, and The Ed Sullivan Show on CBS. ABC aired Maverick a half hour before the other two programs began; the strategy was designed to 
"hook the audience before it fell into its usual viewing habits". 


NBC, late to the Western format, also began plugging Westerns into its fall schedule. New NBC Western series debuting in the 1957—58 season 
included Wagon Train, The Restless Gun, and The Californians (though one NBC executive insisted The Californians is not a Western but a drama set 
in California in the 1850s). 


Another programming shift occurred at NBC: the network's flagship news program, The Huntley-Brinkley Report, moved to the 7:15 PM weekday 
timeslot, for the first time going head to head against both ABC's and CBS's news programs. The face-off between the three networks' news programs 
would become the standard model for U.S. broadcast television; the three networks still air their network news programs against one another. 


1958 saw a number of executive changes at the networks; these presidential shifts would affect the network television schedules. Oliver Treyz became 
the president of ABC on February 17, Louis Cowan became the president of CBS on March 12, and NBC programmer Robert Kintner became the 
president of NBC on July 11. Dr. Allen B. DuMont resigned as chairman of the board of the DuMont Broadcasting Corporation on May 13, and the name 
of the company was changed to Metropolitan Broadcasting Corporation. According to Castleman and Podrazik (1982) the final DuMont Network 
program, Monday Night Fights aired for the last time on August 4, 1958, carried on only five stations nationwide.“ NBC's Kraft Television Theatre, which 
had debuted in 1947 and was the oldest program still left on television, was cancelled in spring 1958. It was the dawn of a new era in television; 
producer David Susskind, who had produced KTT at the end, would call 1958 "the year of the miserable drivel".

1958—59 United States network television schedule 


The 1958-59 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1958 and ran through March 1959. 


According to television historians Castleman and Podrazik (1982), the networks' schedules were thrown "into complete chaos" by the quiz show 
scandals that erupted during fall 1958. At first only one series, Dotto, was implicated in the game-fixing charges. Ed Hilgemeier, a contestant on the 
program, filed a complaint with the show's sponsor, Colgate-Palmolive. Colgate withdrew its sponsorship of the Tuesday evening (on NBC) and daytime 
(on CBS) versions of Dotto, and the show did not appear on either network's fall 1958 schedule.” 


The $64,000 Challenge (on CBS) similarly did not appear that fall, and by November, The $64,000 Question (CBS) and Twenty One (NBC) were also 
removed from the network schedules, amidst accusations of game rigging. According to Castleman and Podrazik, "NBC and CBS were adamant in their 
own statements of innocence" since they only aired, and did not produce, the rigged series. They also claimed the cancellations were due to low ratings, 
not because of game-fixing accusations. ABC had few game shows on its 1958—59 schedule, and "eagerly pointed out" its innocence in the quiz show 
mess. The network affirmed its commitment to Westerns, which could not be rigged.” 


Western TV series continued to be very popular with audiences, and for the first time, the three highest-rated programs on television, CBS's Gunsmoke, 
NBC'sWagon Train, and CBS's Have Gun — Will Travel, were all Westerns. ABC's new series, The Rifleman even hit #4, quite a feat for a network which 
had had no series in the top 30 five years earlier. 


Although ABC, CBS, and NBC remained the largest television networks in the United States, they were not the only companies operating television 
networks during this era. In May 1958, Ely Landau, president of the NTA Film Network, announced an NTA Film Network schedule for the 1958—59 
season. The schedule consisted of three and a half hours of programs on Friday nights: Man Without a Gun at 7:30, followed by This is Alice at 8:00, 
then How to Marry a Millionaire at 8:30, andPremiere Performance from 9:00 to 11:00. Although the NTA Film Network had over 100 affiliate stations, 
only 17 agreed to air the Friday night schedule "in pattern" (during the scheduled time). Other NTA Network affiliates carried the network's programs 
whenever they had available slots, and outside of Gun, Alice,Millionaire and Performance, NTA's programs were aired whenever the local stations 
preferred. National Educational Television (NET), the predecessor to PBSfounded in 1952, also allowed its affiliate stations to air programs out of 
pattern.

1959—60 United States network television schedule 


The 1959-60 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1959 and ran through March 1960. 


By the end of the 1950s, the three major U.S. television networks had basically given up direct control of their TV programs. According to TV historians 
Castleman and Podrazik (1982), ABCallowed Warner Brothers studios to fill 30% of its fall 1959 schedule. The networks "acted as mere conduits", with 
Warner, Talent Associates, Revue Studios, Ziv, Screen Gems, 20th Century-Fox, Goodson-Todman, and Desilu Studios producing nearly everything on 
the networks; with rare exceptions, only network news and sports were still produced in-house." 


By fall 1959 what the Hollywood studios were producing were mostly Westerns. According to Castleman and Podrazik (1984), "the rush to Westerns 
had become a virtual stampede so that, by the fall of 1959, viewers had their choice from a staggering twenty-eight different Western-based prime time 
series."2 Westerns were popular with audiences, but critics lamented the loss of other program formats, which had quietly vanished from the three 
networks' schedules. The addition of Westerns and game shows came at the direct expense of the live dramatic anthology series seen during 
television's golden age.8

The 1960-61 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1960 and ran through March 1961. 


On May 9, 1961, at the annual convention of the National Association of Broadcasters newFederal Communications Commission chairman Newton 
Minow delivered a scathing speech directed at the "procession of game shows, violence, audience participation shows, formula comedies about totally 


unbelievable families, blood and thunder, mayhem, violence, sadism, murder, Western badmen, Western goodmen, private eyes, gangsters, more 
violence, and cartoons, and, endlessly, commercials, many screaming, cajoling, and offending, and, most of all, boredom [...] Is there one network 
president in this room who claims he can't do better?" Minow called TV a "vast wasteland"; the phrase was picked up by the press and resulted in bad 
publicity for the networks and for the television industry as a whole. According to television historians Castleman and Podrazik (1982), the networks 


were in a bind, though: they had already purchased their fall 1961 programs and had locked in their 1961—62 schedules. "The best the networks could 
do was slot a few more public affairs shows, paint rosy pictures for 1962-63, and prepare to endure the barrage of criticism they felt certain would greet 


the new season."

1961—62 United States network television schedule 


The 1961-62 United States network television schedule was for the period that began in September 1961 and ran through April 1962. 


The previous season had been excoriated by Federal Communications Commission chairmanNewton Minow in May 1961. Minow had criticized poor 
programs and weak network schedules, calling television a "vast wasteland" and calling on television executives to try harder to develop innovative and 
interesting television programs." 


Television historians Castleman and Podrazik (1982) believe the 1961—62 season marked a comeback for television, as the networks rearranged their 
schedules to accommodate the critics. They point out CBS's high-quality legal drama The Defenders, NBC's medical drama Dr. Kildare, CBS's The Dick 
Van Dyke Show, andABC's medical drama Ben Casey as bright spots in the new TV schedule. Despite the praise for these four series, the authors also 
highlight several less worthy series which debuted during the 1961—62 season: Room for One More, Window on Main Street, Hazel ("possibly the 
dumbest family in TV history"), and the truly terrible The Hathaways ("possibly the worst series ever to air on network TV"). 


NBC lured Disney's popular anthology series from ABC; Walt Disney's Wonderful World of Color premiered on September 24, 1961. The color programs 
were a change from the previous ABC programs, which had been seen in black and white.” 


NBC also added a movie night to its schedule; the network paid $25 million for the rights to broadcast 50 20th-Century Fox films on Saturday nights. In 
April 1962, ABC followed suit when it added its own Sunday night movie to its schedule."

CBS aired CBS Reports and Eyewitness, NBC broadcast Chet Huntley 
Reporting and David Brinkley's Journal, while ABC had Bell and Howell Close-up and the Howard K. Smith show.”

ABC began its new fall schedule a week early, beating CBS and NBC out of the starting gate. New series debuting this week included sci-fi 
anthology The Outer Limits, police/lawyer seriesArrest and Trial, drama The Fugitive, and game show 100 Grand." ABC also completely revamped its 
Friday night schedule, with three new series: detective show Burke's Law, sitcom The Farmer's Daughter, and boxing program The Fight of the 


Week.Fight would mark the end of boxing on network television. Boxing had debuted on network TV in 1946 and had enjoyed a run on all networks at 
various times, but after September 11, 1964, boxing would disappear entirely from network television.” 


CBS's success with rural comedies The Andy Griffith Show and The Beverly Hillbillies had convinced the network that rural sitcoms would continue to 
be popular. As a result, CBS president James Aubrey added what some critics described as an "endless procession of country clones [of] the wildly 
successful Beverly Hillbillies" to the network's schedule. Petticoat Junction, from the same producers of Hillbillies, debuted on September 24. 


Westerns continued to be popular on television, and all three networks scheduled several Western series. NBC, in particular, retained a number of 
Westerns on its fall 1963 schedule: two returning series The Virginian and Bonanza, and new series Temple Houston, and Redigo. NBC's Western- 
heavy schedule would pay off, asBonanza again became the second highest-rated TV series in the Nielsen ratings that year; The Virginian reached 
#17. CBS's Gunsmoke reached #20.4
